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MULLANEHY 
BANK CLOSED. 


STATE BANK EXAMINER AUSTIN 
HAS TAKEN CHARGE. 


SAID TO BE IN BAD SHAPE.

Clearing-House Association Refused to 
Extend Aid and a Run 
Was Begun. 


The Mullanphy Savings Bank, 1451 North 
Broadway, closed its doors at 9:30 o'clock 
Saturday morning. It is now in charge of 
®iate Bank Examiner ©. ©. Austin. 

The institution has been in a crippled con- 
dit‘on for some time. Friday the Continental 
Bank, through which the Mullanphy has 
been clearing, notified the Clearing-house 
Assoctation that it would clear no longer. 

‘Friday night the KE -Xgc utive Committee of 
the Clearing-house met with a view to 
arranging a plan to tide the crippled bank 
over its difficulites. Such was its condition, 
however, that it was not deemed advisable 
to attempt it. 

This news was noised abroad early Satur- 
day morning and a run was started by the 
depositors. Mr. Austin, who was at the 
bank, examining its books, deemed it ad- 
visable in the interests of all the depositors 
to close the doors, and this was accordingly 
done. 


Ever since the panic of 1893 the Mullanphy 
Savings Bank has been in bad shape. The 
officials have struggled along in the hope of 
pulling out, but the continued business de- 
pression, coupled with bad loans, was more 
than they were able to overcome. The last 
time Mr. Austin examined the bank was in 


April, 1896. It was then in a perilous condi-: 


tion, but there were strong hopes that af- 
fairs could be righted. 

The State law with reference to bank ex- 
aminations makes it necessary that every in- 
stitution be looked into once a year. It was 
in the performance of this routine duty that 
Mr. Austin began going over the, books of 
the institution last Wednesday. He soon saw 
what the situation was. 

Other banks In the city were cognizant of 
the condition of affairs, but there was no 
disposition to crowd matters. The disposi- 
tion .was rather to the contrary. Although 
no member of the Clearing-House, aid 
would ve been extended by this associa- 
tion could it have been of any avail. 


As soon as the Continental announced to 
the Clearing-house that it would no longer 
clear for the Mullanphy, steps for relief 
were taken. The managing committee of 
the Clearing-house held a meeting Friday 
night at the residence of one of the mem- 
bers. Mr. Austin was present. He laid be- 
fore these gentlemen the inside informa- 
tion as*to the crippled institution’s condi- 
ton, 

It was evident that nothing could be done 
to save it, and a conclusiom was reached 
that the bank had better not continue in 
business. 

When Mr. Austin reached the bank Satur- 
day morning, a little after 9 o'clock, he 
found a crowd of at least fifty depositors 
trying to get their money. The bad news 
had traveled fast and the people, most of 
whom were pobdr, were terribly anxious to 
get their savings from the tottering wreck. 

The Bank Examiner informed L. G. Kam- 


'merer, the cashier and active manager, that 


the doors must be closed. This announce- 
ment was also made to the excited deposit- 

rs. They became angry and demanded their 
money. 

It was refused them, and they were told 
to leave the building. Some were inclined to 
resist, but finding the officials were firm in 
their purpose, they finally left peaceably. 

One elderly widow, who had over $400 on 
She wept bit- 
terly as she hobbled down the front steps, 
railing against all bankers as robbers. 

A man who declared that he had $10 in 
the bank made more fuss than any one else. 
He had but recently turned over ‘a new 
leaf and commenced to save money, He 
cursed like a pirate and swore that he 
would never save another cent, 

Once the bank was cleared the following 
sign was posted on the locked front door: 


This bank in the hands of 
: the Secretary of State. 
: Cc, O. AUSTIN. 
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Late comers read it, rattled the door, 
swore deeply and went away in anger. 
When the postman on that route showed 
up, he nearly fainted. He has $200 on de- 
posit and thought he ought to a able to 
get -it out, but he could not. 

On the inside the clerks were ne with 
the ‘books, Mr. Austin overseeing them, 
Cashier Kammerer sat at his desk, a woe 

ne spectacle. When a Post-Dispatch 


Teporter was admitted and asked him for a 


statement of the causes leading-up to the 
crisis, he declined to give it. 

“Mr. Austin is in charge,” he said, 
Will say anything that is to be said.” 

Mr, Austin briefly ‘outlined to the reporter 
his-@onnection with the case, but he declined 
to give out any information as to the bank’s 
present status, 

“I closed the. bank,” he said, “in the in- 
terest Of the depositors, after the Clearing- 
“house Committee decided that it was not 
best to attempt to tide the institution over. 
They were anxious to help the bank out, be- 
cause they did not want St. Louis’ good 
record with reference to bank failures brok- 
en, but they thought affairs were in such 
condition that it could not be permanent and 
might lead to graver complications 

“The Mullanphy Bank has never been able 
to get over the panic of 1893. At present I 
cannot give any statement as to its lia. 
may 
* would not be neste for me to do 
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“and 


torney-General, at the instance of the Secre- 
tary of State, my superior, can apply for a 
receiver in the courts. This will be done as 
soon as possible.” 

Mr. Austin, however, did consent to pre- 
pare the following statement, giving what 
the books of the bank show:

This statement gives no insight into the 
extent of the failure. How great a pro- 
portion of the bills receivable, bonds and 
real estate, can be realized upon, will devel- 
op after the receiver begins to straighten 
out the tangle. In view or tne fact that the 
Clearing-house refused to go to the front, 
it cannot be large. 


The Mullanphy Bank omenéa fts doors 
March 1, 1873. The present Board of Di- 
rectors is as follows: Fred 8S. Bolte, Cas- 
par Gestring, Conrad H. Grote, C. Kellers- 
mann, H. Klages, Joseph Marks, J. H. 
Rottmann, Chas. Schumacher and F. 
Schwartz. 

J. H. Rottman is the President. 

The directors apparently did not expect to 
be closed up so suddenly. Mr. Marks went 
to the bank at 10 o‘clock on business, and 
was surprised to find the sign on the door. 
He declined to talk. 


The failure was not a surprise in banking 
circles. It was known to have been limping 
along since’the panic of 1893 and last spring 
several loans placed the bank in precarious 
condition. Several of the heaviest borrowers 
were speculators and touched the bank hard 
to take rommeftcial flyers. Their notes were 
secured by the speculative article. A promi- 
nent banker said Saturday: 

“The Mullanphy holds enough whisky as 
collateral to make the whole town drunk.” 

The bank holds a lot of paper of Schwart 
Bros. Commission Co., Bank of Commerce 
Building. This firm filed chattel deeds of 
trust on 250,000 sacks of wheat in the Farm- 
ers’ Elevator to secure outstanding notes 
aggregating $25,000 and similar notes on real 
estate to secure $7,016 worth of their paper. 

It is not known whether this paper was 
discounted at the’ Mullanphy bank. 

Just before the United Stdtes Internal 
Reyenue Department made the change Te- 
lating to .whisky 
Teuscher took quite a fiyer in whisky, 
counting on a rise in price. Mr. Teuscher’s 
efforts to corner the “booze” market ran up 
his overdrafts with the Mullanphy Bank to 
$80,000. President John Rottman said Sat- 
urday that this was a dead loss. 

President Rottman also borrowed freely 
from the institution to push his whisky 
business. His stock is up for collateral. 

There are other whisky dealers who have 
had their paper honored freely by the di- 
rectors. 

When Bank Examiner Austin made his in- 
spection in April, 1896, he winnowed through 
these securities. The bank had been adver- 
tising a surplus of $170,000. He ordered that 
all suspicious collateral be checked against 
it and in the next statement the surplus 
appeared-as $2,000. It his appeared at that 
figure since. 

Another factor in, the bank’s downfall was 
the withdrawal of many live stock traders 
from North Broadway to East St. Louis. 
This pulled down the bank’s business con- 
siderably and helped precipitate the crash,

Mr. Wherry is mostly wanted by former 
business associates. The police were asked 
to locate him by Mr. J. J. Gavin of 4146 Fair- 
fax avenue, and Mr. Marcus A. Wolff § Mr. 
Gavin says Mr. Wherry owes him $3,000. Mr. 
Wolff he wants $750 from the ex-Register.

Joseph Bergman died of starvation at the 
City Hospital at 1:30 0 ‘clock Saturday morn- 
ing. 

He was received there unconscious at 9 
o’clock Friday night. He had acute anemia 
and was a patient at the hospital a dozen 
times before his final visit. His ailment was 
peculiar. H's stomach was unable to digest 
food and transform it into blood. His body 
wasted away, until he was merely skin and 
bones. 

Bergman was superstitious and placed 
credence in dreams, Several months ago 
he claimed he had a vision while asleep, in 
which he was told that on his thirteenth 
trip to the hospital he would die.

There have been material difficulties 
thrown in the way of Mr. Srice perfecting 
his invention and they have been of a nature 
to discourage most men. In March, 1894, 
however, he became associated with Capt. 
E. R. Cocke, a wealthy planter residing near 
Richmond, Va. A plant was then erected at 
Washington, D. C. Mr. Brice then placed 
this plant at the disposal of Capt. Cocke. 
He was told to choose his own material, 
taught the use of the furnaces and shown 
the forfhhula by which to produce the precious 
metals. It the time which had elapsed 
between the building of this plant and Capt. 
Cocke's individual experiments, Mr. Brice 
had proved to his own satisfaction the com- 
mercial practicability of his invention. He

It 
was the debate on Representative Pope's 
anti-pass bill, and it made a fitting climax 
to a busy and somewhat turbulent day of 
lawmaking. 

The Pope bill was calied up for final pass- 
age just at.a time when everybody was 
Weary frem the tlresome proceedings of 
the day. Members sat in their soft, springy 
seats, half sleep'ng, and the lobby and gal-= 
lery was almost clear of spectators. 

But Representative Pope woke ’em up. 
And when-he was fairly started on a speech 
in support of his bill, the gallery was soon 
refilled, and standing room in the lobby was 
ata premium. Anything that pertains to 
the free pass evil 's always interesting dis- 
euss‘on in 2@ legislative body, and the pro- 
ceedings of yesterday were no exception 
to the rule. 

Heretofore there has been but compara- 
tively little said ahout the Pope eee 
bill. Its ‘ntrodustion was not attended by 
any flourish of \cumpets, but it suddenly 
Sprung into noter‘ety yesterday afternoon 
when it came up ter final passage. The

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ey bd of votes vesulted {n the defeat of 
the bill; or, at least, there was an alarming 
superfiuity of absentees. They may not have 
dodged the issue, for that is a hard matter 
to determine, but the fact remains that 
empty seats were plenty and the exodus 
came with strange suddenness. 
Following is a copy of the defeated bill:

As a general rule, the defeat of a bill re- 
moves from it much of its interest. But 
in the case of the Pope bill there is much 
of interest by reason of the spicy debate 
that preceded it. 

Representative Cashion, the Republican 
member from Perry County, who 4d'stin- 
guished himself by a virulent speech in op- 
position to the ex-Confederate Home bill 
when it was under consideration in the 
House a few days ago, attempted to make a 
speech yesterday !n opposition to the Pope 
anti-pass bill. Mr. Cashion said that he 
made no denial of the fact that he rides on 
a free pass as often as he can get them 
when the Legislature is not in session. and 
he wanted ft understood that he was in 
line for further favors from the railroads. 

e declared that just so long as a legis- 

tor did not use free transportation dur- 
ng the legislative term, he was committing 
ho wrong. 

Mr. pi x answered Mr. Cashion in a very 
Matter of fact way. He read a section from 
Ee Constitution which sets forth in plain 
anguage the regulations governing. public 
officers in relation to free passes. After 
Mr. Pope ‘had finished his constitutional 
citation, Mr. Cashion interposed with an

He thought it would prevent a man 
buying a railroad ticket for a friend or 
paying car-fare for any guest who might be 
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su ing that he should leave his home in 
Adair County and come to Jefferson City to 
visit Representative Pope. Of course it 
would be but natural that Mr. Pope would 
want to take him on a hunting expedition 
over into the jungles of Callaway county. 
In the entertainment of his guest it would 
be but proper for Mr. Pope to provide him 
(Pickler) with transportation on the rail- 
road leading to the aforesaid hunting 
grounds. By doing so Mr. Pope would lay 
himself lable to the law according to the 

rovisions of the bill in question, Mr. Pick- 
er said.

Members Vent Their Spleen on the 
Noisy Lobby.

“I wonder if that 
young limb of a Sergeant-at-Arms thinks it 
is his business to lecture the members of 
this House?’’ roared Mr. Hall. 

Speaker pro tem. Lee ruled that the mem- 
bers were not disturbing the proceedings, 
one the battle was concentrated on the 
obby.

City in connection with the Lowe case. 
Speaker Farris is there also. 

The House adjourned at 12:20 o’clock until

“INDIANS” MUST GO. 


The Lancaster Primary Bill Will Be 
Rapidly Pushed. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 27.—There 
is to be a concerted effort made to push 
Senator Lancaster’s primary election bill to 


passage, at a rate more rapid than allowed 
by the regular legislative course. ‘The fact 
that it was introduced and ordered to en- 
grossment the same day under suspension 
of the rules shows that there is a disposi- 
tiomto keep it moving. 

When is bill becomes a law but few, if 
any, “Indians’’ will find an oportunity to 
ply their ffaudulent schemes. The penalty 
is fixed at not exceeding $500 fine and ninety 
days in jail, or both in extreme cases, 
where the violation is found to be especially 
flagrant. The wards are to be divided into 
districts. Wards, however, having more 
than 6,000 votes are to have three districts. 
Two judges and one clerk are allowed each 
district. In case of more than two delega- 
tions in each ward, only one judge and one 
clerk shall be allowed to each delegation, 
A challenger is to be stationed at each pre- 
cinct. The same books are to be used at 
the primary of each party, and the word 
“voted” is to be written opposite the name 
of each voter in order that there shall be no 
repeating. The idea in pushing this bill 
through to passage is to have it enacted in 
time to be effective at the coming pri- 
maries.

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CORRALLING THE “INDIANS.” 


The Senate at Jefferson City has acted 
wisely in taking as prompt action as 
possible upon the bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Lancaster for securing honest pri- 
mary elections in the large cities, and 
especially for putting a stop to frauds 
perpetrated by the “Indians,” as they 
are called—that is to say, bands of hire- 
ling voters, who, after voting in one 
precinct, rush over to another, thus vot- 
ing several times at the same election 
and neutralizing the efforts of honest 

* voters, 

It is understood that the bill was sub- 
mitted to the Election Commissioners of 
St. Louis before being introduced by Sen- 
ator Lancaster, and that it has their 
approval. It is a necessary adjunct to 
the present election law. Honest pri- 
maries are just as important as honest 
elections, and in fact it is easier to de- 
feat the will of the people at the primary 
than at the general election, because as 
a rule the people are less watchful of the 
former than of the latter and their in- 
terest ts less aroused, 

If the two houses of the Legislature 
can pass this bill in time to n it op- 
erative at the coming primagies in St. 
Louis, a great point will be gained in be- 
half of honest government, ba 


ILLINOIS REPUBLICAN FINANCE. 


The Democrats in the Illinois Legisla- 
ture, under the leadership of Johnson of 
Whitesides, put the Republicans to stew 
in their own juice on the proposition for 
@ $250,000 loan. 

The Democrats were ready to vote the 
power on condition that it be hedged in 
by the limitations prescribed by the State 
Constitution. In other words, they were 
ready to authorize the loan for $250,000, 
but no more, . 

This proposition was not satisfactory 
to the Republicans, who, while professing 
that $250,000 was all that was contem- 
plated in the bill proposed, were unwill- 
ing to accept any amendment clearly 
stating the limitation. They wanted their 
unamended bill adopted with an emer- 
gency clause, under which the money |} 
could be turned into the State Treasury 
at once, By accepting a limitation clause 
they could have got it, but they preferred 
to wait, proving by that action that the 
State is not nearly so hard up as they 
have represented it to be. 

It is, of course, a hardship for the new 
Republican State Treasurer to be com- 
pelled to wait for funds to loan out at 
interest, one-fourth of which will be 
pocketed by himself, The $250,000 bill 
was clearly in the interest of Hertz. He 
is losing interest money at a dreadful 
rate every day until the ist of July. 


THE WARD BILL IN THE SENATE. 


The passage by the House of the Ward 
DI providing for the assessment of street 
railway properties by the State Board of 
Equalization puts that excellent measure 
well forward on the road to adoption. 

The session is drawing to a close and 
there is no good reason why this bill 
should remain.long in the Benate commit- 

- tee. Its provisions are plain and easily 
understood, and the people have come to 
understand them and to realize that they 
have an interest in their adoption. The 
official figures, showing the wide differ- 
ence between the real and assessed values 
of the property of the corporations that 
oppose the bill, are an unanswerable ar- 

-gument for it. The corporations have 
@voided discussion and they will continue 


to do so. If they succeed in defeating the 
bill it will not be through discussion of it. 

The duty of the Senate is plain and 
imperative. The Ward bill should not be 
sidetracked or held up in that body unti} 
the rush of other bills, particularly ap- 
propriation bills, in the closing hours of 
the session make action upon it difficult. 

The committee can dispose of it in a 
day; the Senate in a single session. If it 
needs amendment in any particular the 
work should be done at once tn order that 


time for the amendments to be considered 
and acted upon,

THE BOHART BILL. 

Ten days ago the Post-Dispatch asked 
what had become of the Bohart bill. 
This bill was introduced by Representa- 
tive J. E, Bohart of Clinton,County, near 

the beginning of the session, and its ob- 
ject is to prevent corporations and em- 
ployers of labor from coercing their em- 
'_ployes at or before elections. The*ques- 
‘tion has not been answered, What has 
become of this bill? 

The bill as drawn up was excellent in 
most respects, but contained a very weak 
penalty clause, As a law is no stronger 
than its penalty clause, the Post-Dis- 
patch called attention to this defect, and 
ex-Gov. Johnson also made certain sug- 
gestions in the way of improving the bill. 
Representative Bohart expressed himself 
as pleased with these suggestions, and 
stated that he would take them into con- 

Since then the bill has not 
been heard from. 

The Election Commissioner has recently 
called attention to the fact that certain 
employers are still in the humor to co- 
erce their employes. They object to their 
acting as clerks or judges of election, 
although they are given immunity from 
acting as jurors, the loss of time being 
thus made up. There are a number of 
corporations and employers who are not 
naturally patriotic. Their patriotism 
must be law-made, as their wealth has 
been to a great extent, 

There is no doubt that a law to prevent 
coercion will be needed at every elec- 
tion, and especially before the election of 
1900. The Bohart bill should be taken 
up, amended as suggested, and enact- 
ed by the State Legisiature. 


THE GOLD STANDARD IN CHILI. 

Industrial prostration following the 
adoption of the single gold standard is 
not confined to the United States. Other 
debtor nations which have taken that 
unwise course are experiencing evils sim- 
ilar to those which now afflict us. 

In the mass of news dispatches a few 
days ago was one which has probably 
not received the attention it merits. It 
was dated at Valparaiso the 21st inst., 
and read, 

Great tress prevails here and through- 
out Chili. There is a lack of orders and 
nearly all manufacturers have closed their 
shops. Idle workingmen congregate in 
many of the towns and beg the authorities 
for employment to save themselves and 
their families from starvation. One thou- 
sand artisans of this. city who are with- 
out work have appointed a delegation to 
visit the Président at Santiago and present 
to him a memorial showing their desperate 
situation. 

About a year ago Chill went to the 
single gold basis. At that time the fact 
was prockimed as additional evidence of 
the progress of monometallism. Chill 
was lauded as the most progressive of 
all the South American republics, and the 
people of this country were assured that 
they should take the action of that gov- 
ernment as a guide for their own con- 
duct, Probably the fact and the asser- 
tion had something to do with impressing 
some minds with the belief that gold was 
to become the universal standard. 

All the progress and prosperity of Chill 
were attained in the years when silver 
had the largest place in her coinage. 
Her war of conquest with Peru, and the 
immense fortunes realized by some of her 
people in consequence, led to a demand 
for money of the highest power in the 
payment of debts, Besides this influence, 
British interests in Chili are many and 
powerful, and these contributed largely 
to forcing the action which has brought 
about the present deplorable conditions. 

Chili is not as well prepared to with- 
stand the prostrating effects of a gold 
standard as are the United States. What 
is continued hardship for us must soon 
result in ruin for Chill, unless her people 
revolt against the despotism of wealth, 
That they are quite likely to do.

ART IN THE LAUNDRY. 


New York magazine wrote to Elizabeth } 
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What has been gained by the Lexow trust 
investigation, in case no remedial legislation 
follows, is a question often asked. A suf- 
ficient answer is to be found in the follow- 
ing facts brought to light for the people to 
mediate over whenever sugar is eaten, rub- 
ber goods worn or soda or coffee consumed. 

In regard to the Sugar Trust the follow- 

ing facts were brought out by the testi- 
mony of its heads, the Havemeyer brothers, 
and Mr. Searles, its secretary: 
Its object is, in part, to control prices. It 
controls both the price of what it buys and 
of what it sells. It refines 1,200,000 tons of 
sugar annually, or 9 per cent of the entire 
amount refined in the country. Fewer em- 
ployes are needed for a given output than 
before the trust was formed. Wages were 
raised 10 per cent when the trust was or- 
ganizea in 1887, and have remained about 
stationary since then. 

The avefage margin between the price of 
raw and refined sugar was .8 cent during 
the five years preceding the formation of 
the trust and 15 per cent more during the 
nine years that have since elapsed. Com. 
petition had prevented much profit during 
the five years before the formation of the 
trust. On its formation six dollars of trust 
certificates were issued for every dollar of 
stock of the original == corporations. 
Seven per cent is regularly earned on one- 
half of the present capital of $75,000,000, and 
12 per cent on the other half. One hundred 
was the number of original stockholders. 
There are now about nine thousand. 

With reference to coffee it was proved by 
the testimony of Mr. Arbuckle and others 
that: 

The trust in coffee fixes the price. Com- 
petitors “usually adopt the scale of prices 
as fixed by us.” For the stock of the 
Woolson Spice Company, of & par value of 
$100, $1,150 was recently paid. Like the 
Sugar Trust, the trust in coffee keeps buy- 
ing competing plants, instead of building 
new ones. Thus competition is “incidental- 
ly” destroyed. 

(Many coffee factories, as well as sugar 
refineries, are closed after they are pur- 
chased. 

In the manufacture of rubber goods: 

The United States Rubber Company con- 
trols three-fourths of the output. At its 
inception the $4,300,000 capital of fits con- 
stituent companies was exchanged for $26,- 
000,000 of the trust certificates. In soda, 
members of the great syndicate of Church, 
Dwight & Co, testified that: 

Dealers, in order to get a rebate, must sell 
the syndicate soda at the price fixed by the 
company, and all other sodas of the same 
price. Dealers must agree not to buy 
cheap bulk soda of other makes unless in 
case of necessity, and in any event must 
not push the sale of such soda.

Tax Abuses. 
From the New York Journal. 

A scandal of considerable magnitude hag 
been unearthed in Westchester County by 
Justice Keogh and the Grand-jury. It re- 
lates to the question of personal tax dodg- 
ing. A presentment was filed severely scor- 
ing all the Westchester County Assessors, 
and several indictments were found. It 
was discovered that the county had been 
robbed systematically for years by neglect 
to assess personal property, and that only 
in three out of twenty-three towns of the 
county had there been a faithful compliance 
with the provisions of the law. It was made 
known that there was no uniform system of 
assessment, but that each official was a law 
to himself. The whole assessment of West- 
chester County, one of the richest in the 
United States outside of great cities, for 
1896 is $97,612,000, of which $3,210,000, or only 
3.3 per cent, is personal property. Yet in 
those towns where the law has been strictly 
enforced the ratio 6f personal property as- 
sessed reached 37 per cent.

The significance in this demonstration 


we look up to as the Wagnerian high priest 
of America. It means that Wagner in some 
moods can stir the public—yes, and lift them 
to sublime artistic heights. It will not do to 
say he wrote “The Fiying Dutchman” be- 
fore he went crazy. The man who wrote 
Siegmund’s “Love Song,” “The Ride of the 
Valkyrie,” the Liebestod in “Tristan,” was 
not crazy, though they have the motive of 
divine frenzy. “The Flying Dutchman” is 
typically Wagnerian. Its prod on over 
half a century ago raised such a storm 
among the musical pharisees that the work 
was withdrawn and has since been sel- 
dom performed. 

The work belongs to the period that 
brought forth ‘“‘Tannhauser’ and “Lohen- 
grin,” the author’s most popular works. 
Meanwhile, advancing in a virgin field he 
pushed his art theories to an unconscionable 
limit. The result was “Tristan and Isolde,” 
the “Niebelungen Ring’? and “Parsifal.”’ 
“Die Meistensinger” is the transition work 
between the two epochs. The public has 
long been conscious, if Mr, Damrosch and 
his predecessors are not, that the three 
works of the first period are likable from 
start to finish, the works of the second 
epoch have to be taken largely on faith. 
They have beauties that no man with musi- 
cal appreciation can miss, but they are 
overcrowded with expression. To realize 
them entirely amounts to an artistic de- 
bauch. To utilize a colloquialism in a rev- 
erential sense a little of them goes a great 
way. When Mr. Damrosch and his con- 
freres realize this they can make the “‘Nie- 
belungen Ring” popular. , 

All this by way of preparation to inviting 
Mr. Damrosch to return to us next season, 
offering the best possible productions of 
the works of the first period and the ““Tril- 
ogy” in condensed form, Of course, Mr. 
Damrosch will throw up his hands at the 
suggestion of cutting Wagner. Sti]l Wagner 
is not more sacred than Shakspeare, and the 
immortal basd has been cut unmercifully 
for stage production and with no harm to 
the artistic proportions. Homer sometimes 
nods and by the same token Wagner often 
snores. Mr. Damrosch has cut his score and 
cut it freely during the week. Half of Wo- 
tan’s music is cut out of “Siegfried” and the 
“Gotterdammerung.” If the good work were 
pushed further the public might constitu- 
tionally be able to sit up with Mr. Wagner 
for several evenings in a week and have a 
little strength left to get enthusiastic. 
Fraulein Gadski put the climax last night 
on a week of artistic triumphs. Physically 
she is an ideal Senta. She caught the mystic 
keynote of the Norse girl’s character, and 
in note and action portrayed the maid who 
loved a man of dreams. During the song 
of the spinning maidens she sat a typical 
visionary, her gaze fixed on Vander Decken’s 
picture. Then she sang the song of the 
Dutchman in tones now hushed with awe 
when she sang of the black masts and the 
blood red sails, then sweet and strong with 
the shriek of the wind and ghrill with the 
fright and terror of the sea. She brought 
every emotion to her audience with her won. 
derful tone painting, then later warmed 
them with the soft love tones in which sh 
betrayed her ideal love, ' 
Gadski’s vocal resources were more fully 
displayed than at any previous performance, 
and the marvel of it was that she was sing- 
ing for the third time within the week. 
Carl Somer made an ideal Dutchman, and 
though he lacked the tremendous volume of 
others who have sung the role, he outdid 
them by interpreting a sharper impression 
of his spectral character. His singing was 
well phrased and true. Gerhard Steh- 
mann made an excellent Dalandé, while the 
orchestra and chorus added their quota to 
the most enjoyable performance of the 
week.

DR. WOLFERT TESTIFIES REE 
WHEATON HAD PNEUMONIA. 


IN SPITE OF THIS A MAN IS HELD 


Whether Colley’s Blow Killed the Ne- 
gro or Not, Sergt. King Is Sus- 
pected of Negligence. 


ee 


The evidence at the Coroner’s inquest 
Saturday oh the body of Ree Wheaton, who 
died Thursday, revealed the fact that the 
negro received his alleged death blow while 
in the custody of Sergt. Robert King of the 
Central District. The testimony of a number 
of witnesses reflected severely upon the 
conduct of the Sergeant. It appears from 
their evidence that he had made no attempt 

“to protect the prisoner from violence beyond 
shouting at the negro’s assailants not to 
strike. 

Wheaton was porter of the White Oak sa- 
loon, at Seventeenth and Chestnut streets, 
and an iron poker was broken over his head 
on the morning of Feb. 14, by Joseph Colley, 
a white man. Colley and three companions 
entered one of the wine rooms over the sa- 
loon and made theniselves obnoxious to two 
of the occupants, who requested the porter 
to make them behave themselves. Colley and 
the porter had a quarrel, in which Colley 
was cut on the hand. The negro ran down 
Stairs and secured a revolver. Colley and his 
companions followed him, to renew the 
fight. 

Sergt. King, who had been summoned to 
the scene, disarmed the negro and arrested 
him. Colley made a rush for Wheaton and 
struck him several times and the negro 
struck back. Colley picked up the poker and 
struck Wheaton. breaking the iron bar into 
three plecex, Then Colley and a companion, 
according to the testimony of the proprietor 
of the saloon, forced Wheaton to the front 
of the salodn, where he tripped over a 
keg of beer and fell to the floor. His as- 
gailants continued beating him. Finally 
other men in the saloon succeeded in drag- 
ging Colley and his gang from Wheaton. 

Sergt. King testified. he had don@all in 
his power to protect Wheaton, but Yhat in 
the general scramble he was unable to do 
much good without resorting to his re- 
volver. Dr. Wolfert testified that Wheaton’s 
death was caused by pneumonia, and not 
by the blow upon the head. The skull was 
not fractured, and-the only sign of violent 
treatment was a slight scalp wound. 

In spite of this Colley was held responsi- 
ble for Wheaton's death, and -will be tried 
for killing a man who the physician de- 
clares fied by disease. 

e Coroner’s jury also held L. Felton, 
David Lennon, Charles Holmes and James 
Leonard, who were with Colley when the 
trouble happened, as accessories,

THEIR FIRST CONFERENCE. 


GRIEF KNOCKS OUT LONG BOB. 


He Broods Over the Death of His 
Mother-in-Law, but Is Still 
Able to Yawp. 


CARSON, Nev., Feb. o74-Charley White 
and Billy Delaney met yesterday for the 
first time at Shaw Springs. After a long in- 
terview Corbett announced that White and

Fitzsimmons is methodical, while 
Corbett’s work varies and is of the gym- 
nasium order. Jim, I think, has the right 
idea. His exhibition of endurance, as dis- 
played through the medium of the hand ball 
game th.s morning, is the greatest I have 
ever witnessed. He tired out one man after 
another, after which he boxed Woods, Jef- 
fries and his brother Joe. Corbett’s style of 
box.ng with Joe was of a scientific order 
and showed the finished boxer. In his bout 
he gave a splendid exhibition of feint.ng 
and stepp:ng aside. He was active and his 
foot work was an agreeable surprise. 

“Corbett’s bout with Jeffries was of a 
slugging variety. They smashed at each 
Other good and hard at close range, but 
Jeffries only in. one instance got within 
hailing distance of Jim’s’ head, while the 
champion scored when and where he 
pleased. It was great exercise, and showed 
Corbett’s superior strength. 

“It,also proved conclusively that Jim can 
take good care of himself in a mix-up as 
well as at long range. The bout with 
Woods gave Corbett ample opportunity to 
hit good and hard, and that he took ad- 
vantage of the situation: goes without say- 
ing. The head, face and body protector 
is a great invention, and shows that Cor- 
bett is ever ready to adopt new ideas, The 
protector was a revelation to me, 

““‘Woods’ showing also surprised me. He 
is faster and more clever than ever, and is 
just the man for Jim to cut loose on: Cor- 
bett’s sparring to-day consisted entirely of 
short-arm-work. He broke clean after 
every clinch, and made no attempt to hit 
on the breakaway, showing that he is pre- 
paring himself for any change of rules that 
may be decided upon. 

“Corbett's bag punching exhibition was 
very . good, His a of distance is 
great. He can dodge a blow by a smaller 
fraction and in better style than any- 
body I ever saw.”

“Then the aged captain throws bouquets 
at himself, and fills his pockets with gum- 
drops of fulsome self-flattery about issuing 
‘Brownbacks’ and thereby proving that he 
was a friend of labor, according to his view 
of things. 

NOM let Captain Brown take all the 
credit necessarily due for the issuance of 
those ‘Brownbacks;’ he has been elected to 
office on the strength of that cry already. 
But why should he begin a campaign of de- 
traction against other fair-minded and hon- 
est men who may oppose him for the May- 
oralty nomination? 

“Bdwin Harrison, as everybody knows, 
was at the front with his financia] and mor- 
al support for every great public enterprise 
that was inaugurated in St. Louis for years 
and years.

BRIDGE MONOPOLY 
BEGINS TO TOTTER. 


HOW BUSINESS MEN REGARD THE 
ALTON BRIDGE CUT. 


NOW FOR A TERMINAL SYSTEM. 


Prospects Good for Freight ‘Yard and 
Transfer Line This Side of 
the River. 


The cut in the Alton Bridge Company’s 
rates was still discussed with interest in 
business circles Saturday. Despite the state- 
ments of railroad men that the reduction of 
tariff was a comparatively small matter in 
its bearing on St. Louis trade, commercial 
men, as a rule, regard it as a signifigant 
step. ; 

While they do not hope to see the bridge 
arbitrary wiped out at once, they: believe 
the Alton Bridge Company’s action in re- 
ducing its tolls is the first step toward the 
crushing of the bridge monopoly. 

There is a general sentiment that the only 
thing now needed to make the bridge com- 
pany a strong competitor of the combine is 
an adequate terminal system on this side of 


the river. It is conceded even by railroad 
men that if the Alton Bridge Company were 
in a position to switch and deliver freight 
on the Missouri side, especially in St. Louis 
it would be possible to divert a great deal ot 
traffic from the other bridges. 

Business men believe two things would be 
required to make such a terminal system ef- 
fective. One ofthese would be a freight 
yard, within easy access of the St. Louis 
business center. The other requisite, accord- 
ing to merchants, would be a transfer line 
operating along the river front and having 
ample faciliti for door delivery and col- 
lection of wry oe . 

It was said Saturday that the Alton com- 
pany would certainly not stop at a cut in 
rates, but would take steps at once to make 
the building of terminals an assured fact. 
There was diversity of opinion as to how 
this would be done, but it was the general 
opinion that the Burlington line would cut 
an important figure in the matter. The Bur- 
lington yards in North St. Louis embrace a 
vast extent' of territory which is not in 
use. The statement of Burlington officials 
just after the announcement of the cut that 
they would have- ample terminal facilities 
for all goods consigned to them via the Al- 
ton bridgé is taken as an indication that 
the Burlington is prepared to go to the 
limit in caring for freight shipped over the 
Alton bridge. 

The other concerns whose names are be- 
ing connected with the enterprise are the 
Kansas City Land and Investment Com- 
pany and the Interstate Land and. Car 
Transfer Company. The Kansas City nd 
and Investment Company purchased an im- 
mense tract of ground, rere a, § forty- 
seven lots, almost adjoining the Burling- 
ton yards a /ittle more than a month ago. 
The motive of the purchase was hedged 
about with the greatest secrecy and little 
could be learned except that Edwards 
Whitaker, of the brokerage firm of Whit- 
aker & Hodgman, was one of the incor- 
porators of the Kansas City Land and In- 
vestment Company. Mr. Whitaker said at 
the time that ‘the land had been purchased 
simply as a speculative investment. 

Mr. Whitaker is a heavy stockholder in 
the Alton Bridge Company, and the confer- 
ence which led to the announcement of the 
cut in the company’s tolls was held at his 
office.

Even 
before the cut in the bridge rates was an- 
nounced it was said in railway circles that 
the belt line would be extended to this side 
of the river and operated along the river 
front as a transfer line in connection with 
the Interstate Land and Car Transfer Co. 

President Kavanaugh of the Interstate 
company says his concern has no connection 
with the Alton Bridge cut, but does not 
deny that the company is taking steps to 
operate a transfer line on this side of the 
river. 

What truth there may be in these rumors 
it is stated positively that the Alton Bridge 
Co. wfll provide terminals for the roads 
operating over its bridge. 

Assistant Freight Agent G. S. Tyler of the 
Chicago & Alton says his statements rela- 
tive to the cut should not be construed as 
a a that the Terminal company’s 
present rates are excessive. He beileves 
the present charges are as low as they can 
afford to make.

Is A CERTAINTY. 


MUST BE DONE BY PETITION. 


Democrats Doubt That the Wall Street 
Crowd Is Strong Enough to 
Get on a Ticket. 


Goldbug Democrats of St. Louis who voted 
for McKinley for President, will now try to 
defeat the Democtatic party at the Mayor- 
alty election in this city. At least, such a 
course is under serious consideration by 
these Wall street sympathizers. : 
The Executive Committee of the so-called 


National Democratic Clubs met late Friday 
afternoon tn the office of Col. James O. 
Broadhead to discuss the advisability of 
putting a gold Democratic ticket-in the field 
in the city campaign. The meeting was a 
star-chamber affair. Those present besides 
Col. Broadhead were Walter B. Douglass, 
George J. Tansey, Benjamin H. Charles and 
Rolla Welle, President of the National Dem- 
ocratic Club. 

After some discussion it was agreed that 
the Executive Committee should further in- | 
vestigate the conditions and report at a 
meeting to be called next week, when it: 
would be decided positively whether to bring | 
out a gold ticket or not, 

“I can say now that the committee will 
decide to bring out a ticket for all the city 
offices from Mayor down,” said Benj. H. 
Charles to a Post-Dispatch man Saturday 
morning. “The sentiment of the committee 
is for a ticket of our own. Will we hold a 
convention? I can’t say as to that. We may 
nominate our cand'date tn a mass conven- 
tion. But I am satisfied that a gold Demo- 
cratic ticket will be placed in the field some 


way. 

“We have been asked why we don’t pick 
out the bést men on the other tickets to 
vote for, as many of us voted for McKinley 
and could vote for Republicans again, but 
we have come to the conclusion that we 
must make a fight for our own princi- 
ples on our own platform. The gold Demo- 
cratic organization is not ron-partisan; it 
is not a Civic Federation affair to indorse 
candidates of any party. We have decided 
not to vote for other people any longer, 
but to vote for ourselves. 

“Who will be our candidate for Mayor? 
Well, Sam Kennard is talked of more than 
any other gold Democrat. I think Rolla 
Wells is frequently mentioned, and so is R. 
Graham Frost.” 


When told that a goldbug Democratic 
ticket would have no earthly show of being 
elected, and would only serve to pull votes 
away from the regular Democratic ticket, 
Mr. Charles smiled like a villain in a Dutch 
drama. and replied:

THE HANKS CORPSE MYSTERY 
MAY BE EXPLAINED. 


BOARD OF HEALTH ASKS IT. 


Attorney Charles H. Brock Lays the 
Facts as Developed Before Crim- 
inal Court Inquisitors. 


¢ 


Acting under instructions from the Board 
of Health, Charles H. Brock, attorney for 
the Board, made a formal request in writ- 
ing that the Grand-jury investigate the 
mysterious disappearance of the corpse af 
Albert Hanks. 

Accompanying the request sent to Fore- 
man Daniel S. Holmes and the other mem- 
bers of the jury Friday was a statement of 
the facts connected with the disappearance 
of the body so far as they heave developed, 

Albert Hanks was a charity patient at the 
City Hospital. He died Jan. 29. Chris * 
Schawacker, or one of his employes, ob- 
tained the body Feb. 3. Late in the after- 
noon of Feb. 5 a shipping permit was ob- 
tained from Mortuary Clerk Dr. Conrad 
Karges to send the body to New York. 


On Feb. 9 relatives of Hanks at Patterson, 
Ill., saw his name in the Post-Dispatch list 
of burial permits. 

His brother, William H. Hanks, and his 
brother-in-law, Edward Nicholson, immedi- 
ately came to St. Louis. . 

They went to «wee Schawacker. He told 
them the body bad gone to a medical col- 
lege. -— asked him if it could not be re- 
covered, le toid them it had been cut up 
by that time. 

Reporters found there was no record of 
the shipment on: Schawacker’s books. 

Schawacker went to the office of the Board 
of Health and im the presence of Health 
Commissioner Starkloff and the relatives of 
the deceased stated that a man who gave 
his name as George Gordon came to him 
on Feb. 3, said he was a friend of Hanks 
and wanted to ship the body to New York 
ror burial. It was agreed that he should 
pay $43 for embalming the body and prepar- 
ing it for shipment. Jake Schumacher, 
Schawacker's partner, went to the hospital 
and got the body and about 6 p. m. Feb. 5, 
accompanied by Gordon, took it to the Union 
Station and placed the box‘on a truck, from 
which time Gordon took charge of it. 

The Post-Dispatch found that no poay 
passed through the baggage-room and no 
“corpse ticket’? was sold on Feb. 5, or for 
several days before or after. Neither was 
the corpse sent by express. 

In his statement Mr. Brock says that W. 
H. Steele, baggage master, and Theodore 
Brown and Ben Forthmann, baggagemen, 
whose duty it is to receive and take charge 
of all bodies left there for shipment, will 
testify that no such disposition as claimed 
could have been made of the body by any 
one without their knowing it, and that the 
body was not left there, - 

When Schawacker was asked by a re- 
porter why there was no record of the ship-. 
ment om his books he said there was. His 
questioner said he had seen the _ books. 
Schawacker then said the record was on 
his ‘‘blotter.’’ He thought probably the 
bookkeeper had neglected to transfer it to 


his books. 

The bookkeeper, Arthur Wheeler, was 
seen immediately after. He produced the 
blotter. It contained an entry of the ship- 
ment. Wheeler said it was made after the 
investigation was begun from memoranda 
Schawacker claimed to have found in his 
pocket. 

He had said nothing about this discovery 
or entry when seen earlier in the day. 

Schumacher, who, according to Scha- 
wacker, handled the body, was seen several 
times before Schawacker made his state- 
ment. He said he knew nothing about the‘ 
transaction. 

Wheeler, the bookkeeper, said the body 
was not kept at the undertaking rooms 
from Feb. 3 to Feb. 5.

BELT AROUND HIS NECK. 


Charles Schaffenhauser Tries to Hang 
Himself in a Cell. 


After making kindling wood of the bunks 
in his cell and a desperate set-to with the 
officers on duty at the police station in 
East St. Louis Friday afternoon, Charles 
Schaffenhauser, 26 years old, made an un- 
successful attempt to commit suicide by 
hanging. 

He used a leather strap which he was 
wearing around his waist to do the choking 
act, but was discovered by Clerk Haefele in 
time to save his life. ~ 
Uv Schaffenhauser was locked up by Police- 
man William alsh for drunkenness. He 
was found lying on the sidewalk in front of 
Thomas Knoebel’s drug store, in Collins- 
ville avenue, in a drunken stupor and nearly 
frozen to death, about 2 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. The officer took the man to the sta- 
tion in the patrol wagon, and he was placed 
in one of the wooden cells. The prisoner 
got thawed out in a few minutes, and pro- 
ceeded to demolish the furnishings of his 
new quarters. He was then transferred to 
the iron cage which is supplied with double 
rows of oaken bunks. 

He continued the job of mutilating, and 
had nearly demolished the bunks when 
Sergt. Welkobroski, Policeman Flynn and 
Clerk Haefele seized him and dragged him 
from the cell. He fought the officers des- 

erately for a few minutes, but was pin- 
oned until the bunks wefe removed. He 
was again placed in the cell, and the offi- 
cers retired to the Chief’s office. °Presently 
Clerk Haefele heard the prisoner sing out: 
“Good bye, boys!’ and, rushing into the 
corridor, discovered Schaeffenhaustr jump- 
ing from an iron stool with a strap around 
his neck. Haefele quickly unlocked the 
door and cut the strap. 

The prisoner was then stnNipped and left 
to enjoy himself. . Two hours later he had 
quietéd down and sobered up sufficientiy 
to run at large, and was released.
